EXPORT ENHANCEMENT INITIATIVES 


China Is Eligible for Wheat Under Export Enhancement Program. On 
January 26, the U.S. Department of Agriculture announced an opportunity for 
sales of U.S. wheat to the People's Republic of China under USDA's Export 
Enhancement Program. The initiative will give U.S. exporters the opportunity 
to sell 1 million metric tons of wheat. Sales will be made at competitive 
world prices. The export sales will be subsidized with commodities from the 
inventory of the Commodity Credit Corporation. This will enable U.S. 
exporters to compete at commercial prices in the Chinese market.
